not sixteen (16) feet
from the property line and at such

depth of saild pipe line beneath the
surface thereof.

(8) That the xmnteu of sald
franchise shall preserve the City
of Torrance harmless from the re-
sults of any accidents or injuries
to the traveling public during the
construction or laying of said pipe
line and will at all times so pre-
serve the City of Torrance harm-
less from the results of any acci-
dents or injuries to the traveling
public or the property of any per-
son during the construction or lay-
ing of said pipe line and the op-
eration thereof, or any appliances
in connection therewith at any time
thereafter.
